I Claims 1-30 and 32-35, drawn to a method of treating IgE-related disease comprising administering 
an NNT-1 inhibitor; classified in Class 424, subclasses 1.49, 130.1, 133,1. 135.1, 136.1, 139.1, and 
142.1. 

II. Claim 31, drawn to a method of diagnosing an IgE-related disease comprising detecting a 
polypeptide; classified in Class 435, subclass 7.92. 

III. Claims 36-37, drawn to a pharmaceutical composition comprising an NNT-1 inhibitor; classified in 
Class 424, subclass 130.1. 

4. Groups l-ll are different methods. The inventions as grouped in Groups l-ll are distinct, each from the 
other, because they represent different inventive endeavors as one does not suggest the other; therefore, 
each method is patentably distinct. 

5. Groups III and l/ll are related as product and process of using. The inventions can be shown to be 
distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the process for using the product as claimed can 
be practiced with another materially different product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a 
materially different process of using that product (MPEP § 806.05(h)). 

In the instant case the composition of group III can be used in a materially different process, such as affinity 
chromatography, in addition to the methods treating, preventing, and diagnosing recited.
